Wedge is in his fourth season as the Manager of the 
Cleveland Indians. He led the Indians to the eight highest 
win total in franchise history in 2005, posting a record 
of 93-69 (.574), the sixth best record in Major League 
Baseball. Last season the Indians posted the best record 
in MLB from July 31 thru the end of the season (39-18). 
Wedge was the runner-up in the AL BBWAA Manager of 
the Year voting. During his tenure, the Indians posted 
consecutive seasons of double-digit win increase totals 
from 2003-05 (68 wins, 80 wins, 93 wins). The last time 
the Indians enjoyed that type of improvement was 

from 1946-48.

The batter's eye dilemma will likely be solved by 
trees that will provide a dark green background for 
hitters at the plate. Picnic tables will also be included in 
the Hall of Fame area. 

“We just want to get it right,” DiBiasio said. 

Several scenarios were considered for the Hall of 
Fame. The club thought about having it indoors, where 
it could include artifacts from the ages. But space was 
an issue. 

“When we started planning for an Indians Hall of 
Fame, we surveyed the entire ballpark for an indoor 
location that could properly house memorabilia and 
artifacts. We could not settle on a location,” DiBiasio 
said.“The effort put forth just didn’t seem like it was 
going to benefit enough people. Not enough people 
would be able to leave their seat and access an indoor 
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location. That's when we finally decided to attack the 
issue of how we could redesign the batter's eye. It’s 
obviously the primary, critical element to the project.” 

The club plans to have design elements completed 
in time for the induction weekend of July 28-30, a time 
for fans to salute the long-overdue entrants into the 
team Hall. 

With this year’s inductees all pretty much being 
no-brainers, the Indians handled the induction process 
in-house. In future years, the public might be invited to 
take part in that process. 

For now, though, the Indians are just happy they've 
knocked the dust off. 

“With our rich tradition, it’s imperative that we 
celebrate that history,” DiBiasio said." This is going to be 
a wonderful event for not only the players but our fans, er 
as well.”

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Addie Joss 


Tubercular meningitis cut short the life and career of Joss, who compiled 
four straight 20-win seasons for the Cleveland Blues and Naps. He never 
had a losing season, and 45 of his 160 career wins were shutouts. He’s most 
famous for the perfect game he threw on Oct. 2, 1908, and a second no- 
hitter on April 30, 1910. 


Al Lopez 


Lopez was a fine catcher in the bigs, establishing a record of 1,918 games 
caught that stood for four decades. But his greatest triumphs came as a 
manager, especially with the 1954 club that won 111 games. He guided the 
Indians to two pennants and seven second-place finishes to the Yankees 
from 1951 to 1959. 


Ray Chapman 


The popular shortstop was a model of consistency on the field and at the 
plate. But on Aug. 16, 1920, while in the thick of helping the Indians to the 
1920 American League pennant, Chapman's life came to a tragic end when 
he was hit in the temple by a pitch from Carl Mays. His death at the age of 

29 made him the only on-field casualty in the history of the Major Leagues.
